I 
do not know who instituted It at first."

It Is possible that an investigation 
will !»e matte into the affairs of the New¬ 
ark City Home, situated at Verona. The 
home Is intended for the reformat ion of 
wayward boys and girls, aud stands be¬ 
tween the First anti Second mountains 
and has attoiit 300 Inmates, of whom 
about 100 are girls. It is a city institu¬ 
tion organized under the laws of the 
State, anti receives ls»ys anti girls ns 
young as seven years, and they remain 
there until they ore twenty-one, unless 
in the meantime they can bo given to 
stxneof the farmers in the district back 
of Newark. The rules and regulations 
of tbe home are almost as strict as iu a 
penitentiary. *> 

It Is because of one of the methods of 
punishment that the Investigation may 
be set on foot. It Is alleged that it has 
been the hablt.of the Superintendent, C. 
M. Hanrlson, to use electricity In punish¬ 
ing the boys. These extreme measures, 
however, have only been applied when 
the crime has beeu an aggravated ono, 
such as attacking a boy with a knlTe or 
some similar action. 

The alleged method of treatment is to 
take the boy Into a room on the ground 
floor and apply to the back of his neck a 
sponge attached to an electrode, some¬ 
what similar to those used in Slog Sing 
prison. The second electrode, in place 
of hnvlog a sponge termination, consists 
of a number of flue wires In thq form of 
a lash. When a current Is tSirncd on 
from a medical battery, which Is used in 
place of a dynamo, the culprit Is struck 
I with the wire lashes, and as the wire 
' touches his 0esh a shock, though not a
